member of the train crew was present and remained at attention through the playing of 

the Star Spangled Baneer and the raising of the flag, even though the Gonductor had 

long since cried A'BOARD. That crew member was the Engineer, and needless to say the 
train did not go very far until he got there. 

Junior High Camp at Kings Lake was a good experience. Significant was the contribution 
of a Miss Mary Jane Hargrove, of Thompson Station Tennessee, a Visitor of a member of 
Faith Church, who volunteered her services as a counselor. We would have been hard put 
without her and more positivély she made a splendid contribution. There are some camp 
problens which have to be ironed out, but I guess they dont belong here. 

Twochildren were baptised this monthe, both the daugh ers of Mr and Mre Richard Olark 

of Suntrana. One of the daughters, Oynthia, had the distinction of being born at Mile 

363 of the Alaska Railroad, in the ambulance on the way to the hospital. 

Another excursion to Wasilla and Anchorage to meet Shirley Angle, First Yhurch Sioux Falls 
South Dakota, director of Vacation YhurchSchool. She did an excellent job and was well 
received by the people. We had two weeks of school at Suntrana with over 30 youngsters, 
one week at Healy with about 11. A word of appreciation for this extra help in the summer. 
It is not only good as far as Vacation Church School for the youngsters, but it is good 
training for teachers. 

Miss Harrington and Mr Elkins visited the Railbelt, making stops at Clear, Timber Camp, 
Healy, Suntrana, Usibelli, and Lignite, interviewing people and taking pictures. 

The mess hall and wash room of the Cripple Creek mine was destroyed by fire thie month, 
adding to the miseries of flood. The slowness of things at the mines finds people leaving 
one by one. 

Jay Williams Associate Director of the Christian Ministry to the National Parks was in 
Alaska and a guest in our home. The Student Minister at McKinley Park, is James Crawford, 
Union Semiinary, United Presbyterian, and doing a splendid job. 

Considera le time was spend on the house at Healy. The most important thing accomplished 
was moving the house south 10 feet to allow a trailer to be put along side it and still 

be with in the property line. The ply wood interior was ripped off and the job of insulation 
was begun. 

Church attendcane and Church school attendance is down slightly during the summer, and 

due to the exodus of the unemployed.

Mrs Goodwin died suddenly and Joan went outside. I was home a6 much as possible during 
that two weeks to take care of the kids, and the Stokes kept them when I was gone. We 
appreciated that help of the Stokes. 


As Chairman of Stewardship and Promotion of Yukon Presbytery I conducted two Presbytery 
conferences on Stewardship during the month, one in Fairbanks and one ink ncohorage. This 
took some time, but the response was good, especially in Anchorage. 


Most of the effort of the month was put into the house at Healy, the biggest job being 
the digging of a cesspool. The end of the month finds the basic jobe done, Plumbing in, 
sewer out, light, heat, gas for stove. The building of a wanigan remains the big job. 
We expect to move October 9. 


The Usibelli mine ie practically shut done with just a skeleton crew left to get out 
a little coal. Sumtrana has hired back a few men. 


I have done little more than the above end hold regular services. When we get moved I 
expect to get back toa fuller coverage of the field.

Iam enjoying four, days at home this! week and 80 I thought I would take advantage of 
it to get started on a. letter to you all. When it will be finished, when my wife will 
address, the several hundred envelopes, and when wé get them mailed is not known at 
the moment I write, but, happily, will be known when you read. 


A friend suggested I write in paragraphs instead of pages, and so I will try. 
Weatherwise Fairbanks Alaska is a wonderful place, if you like cold. I say this in . ‘ 
.all seriousness. From the reports we hear the weather in the Hast, especially, has 
been bad all winter. We have, had no’ heavy snow, no storms, no flood, not much but 
cold. We have had about 50 inches of snow this winter with about 2 feet of snow on. 
the ground now. It has never been a hardship on traffic, there is so little traffic. 
We drove to Anchorage a couple of weeks ago and could not get through the pass, had 
to go by way of Tok, but there was no trouble. February was rather a warm month. 
March is colder. At nights it has been down around -40 setting new lows for six nights 
in a row. But the days are bright and clear, We have 12 hours between sunrise! and 
sunset now, and of course there is daylight on both sides. We gain about seven min- 
. utes of daylight,a day, and in a week that adds up. «nd we are warm inside. The fuel 
bill runs about $53 a month.) The eleotric bill averages $50 a month with a high one 
month of $64. What’'a shock that was. | We depend on electricity a lot, electric range 
water pump, furnace control, washer end drier, lights on dark days, headbolt /heater 
‘and trickle charger for car. When the power goes off we are done. Like I) say,

The next 
day I flew to Sitka and was greeted at the loading platform by Dr Roland Armstrong, 
the President of SJ. ‘Behind him there was some one who looked very familiar, in fact 
I knew her quite well,--\my dear wife. What a suprise that was. We had talked about 
her waking part of the \trip with me, she needed a break, but for vorious reasons had 
decided against it. But Dr Armstrong called her up and arranged for her to come. She 
was on the plane from Juneau to Sitka that i had missed. Resisting the temptation to 
toss the kids in a wnow bank, she wede various arrangements for babysitting, which 
fortunately, both the choldren and the sitters survived. he stayed four days.

Roy Ahmaogak, our only ordained Eskimo pastor, at “Wainwright, tells, how he invented 

a written language :for the Eskimos and translated parts of the Scripture into-it.: 

Now the’ tape recorder sends messages, both personal and: evangelistic, all over the 
“Arctic Slope. Roy has a’ station wagon at “ainwright, a conventional passenger station: 
wagon. © One day he- decided to drive’ to Barrow. it is 90-100 miles, AND THERE IS NO 
ROAD. But he just took off, over the frozen tundra, and got along fine, didnt even 
have chains. He said, "It's better than going by dog sled." | 


Perhaps you read in the papers about John Chambers at Barrow. He gets around the 
Arctic Messenger, a four place, one engine plane. He and. an Elder were ona trip 
together and he had.some engine trouble. He landed safely, and, being well prepared 
for such emergencies, spent the aight in relative comfort at 30 degrees below zero. 
He was able to land under a conmercial airlane and was spotted quickly and the plane 
eventually towed to a nearby airstrip and repaired. 3 ; 
_And then there is some guy who walks along counting railroad ties. 
Perhaps you can sense somewhat how it fcels for'us all to get together now and then.
